A Suggestion to Be Heeded. 


According to a dispatch from Washington the practice of 


sending articles to Ihe^soldiers in France by parcel post has 
become so general thitpthe. questipn qf transportation is be- 
coming troublesome, ,'it is given out Iliat there will have fo be 
a reduction of this great volume of business, and that if the 
families and friends of the soldiers do not reduce it voluntarily 
it' will have to be done by Ihe government. 


As showing Ihe extent which this great mail business has 


reached, it is stated that a transport recently reaching France 
carried, besides nearly 716,000 lelters, parcel post packages 
numbering nearly 350,000, and lhat fhe parcel post packages 
and newspapers filled a train of 19 cars. There is railroad con- 
gestion in'France as well as in this country, and with mail 
coming in such quantities there are times when it has to give 
way lo more imperative demands upon the transportation 


For this reason it has been decided that a reduction in Ihe <"*'«<» 


volume of mails is necessary. 
It is not proposed to bar the 


sending of necessities lo soldiers at,Ihe front, but there must 
be curtailment with reference lo filings they can comfortably 
get along without, or which may be procured in France. An 
inspection of a great mass of parcel post mailer lhat was re- 
cenlly made showed lhat many things like those which had 
been sent from the United Slates could be obtained al the can- 
teens practically at wholesale prices. This makes it plain thai 
under the circumstances those who insist upon supplying the 
boys at the fronl with these tilings will do belter to send th'e 
money rather than overburden the mails with the articles 
themselves. 


It is a/simple mailer and one lhat should be easily remedied. - 


II is natural-that people should desire to send comforts to Ihe ' 
boys on the fighting lines and perfectly, proper that they 
should do so to a reasonable extent.- But war-is war>and'it 
will be impossible lo surround the soldiers with all fhe com- 
forfs of home. With what (he government does for them Ihe 
folks al home can do enough by a reasonable use of the mails. 
It is only to be borne in mind thai Ihis mail business, like many 
other good things, can be overdone, and there should be a gen-j 
era! willingness lo co-operate with the authorities in bringing 
(he volume of .mail going to the front within the bounds of- 
reason'.
